Sk«tcbof Oneoi Ihe Men Wbe Is 
^ Anted In Ireland. 


Apfopros of the troubles in Iceland 
and the publication of the names on 
the "black list," the recent sailing 
from 
New York 
for the old 
country of Michael Davitt, one of the 
number on the Jiat, makes a brief 
sketch of bim not out of 
plare. 
Davitt who is a Fenian and has 
already suffered at the hands of the 
English government, sailed for Ire- 
land on Wednesday last. 
He was the 
son of an evicted Mayo tenant and 
was put to work in a cotton factory 
when a small boy. 
When 
abowt 
nine years old one of his arms was 
caught in the machinery and torn off, 
thereby ending Lis usefulness as an 
operative. 
He 
was given 
an 
ordinary 
school 
education 
by 
his parents and picked up a creat deal 
through his own quickness and intel- 
ligence. He early became interpsted 
in the Fenian movement and in 1868 0 
ha was arrested and tried and con- 
victed by the English government .for 
introducing arms into Ireland, the 
carrying of which, even so much as a 
«mail pocket pistol, is not allowed by 
law, except iu the case of those kD<*wn 
to be favorable to the English. Davitt 
was sentenced to twelve years' impris- 
onment, along with an Englishman 
named Wilsoo, the guasmith from 
whom he procured the arms and who 
refused to save himst^lf by testifying 
a-iainat Davitt. In 1876-7*Davitt and 
three or four others were pet at liberty 
through the amnesty act, or, rathfir, 
they were let out on a ticket of leave, 
the condition being thpt they should 


1 report to a oertiin magistrate at inter- 
I val», to sho'.v tliat they were "on 
I hatid"' and could bo had when want- 
} ed. Davitt came to America io 1878, 
j and lectured in old Concert 
hall. 
I Philadelphia, and in diff^^rent other 
1 p'aoes east and west. 
His parents, 
! meantime, had 
come to Philade! 
I phia 
and 
settled 
in 
Manay- 
; unk, at which place his mother 
died a few mouths ago 
Davitt re- 
turned t(» Irf^laud abfiutthe beginning 
of 1879, vrher'», in conjunction with H 
few other-', he organizod the laud 


mony of experts and persous famiiifir 
with Garfield's hand writing declar- 
ing that it had not b^en writtea by 
him was camp'etely overbalanced by 
the testimony from exaclly the same 
class of peop'e de iaring that it was 
in his iiandwriting. 
There were 
quite aa many witnesses and quite as 
good tvimesses on the one side as the 
other, so it may be said that the tes- 
timony of this kind heard before the 
election proved nothing one way or 
the othnr.

Tnent he had not already expressed in 
aubitance in public .speeches, and by 
the greater fact that he was gener- 
ally believed to have made a fJlse de- 
nial under Oiith once, ¡so he might 
w;'ll be expected to make one ^hen 
not under oath.

tion, and it has been added to feiu^e 
only by the C"ufes«ions of perjury b> 
witn3SPea brought 
into the case to 
identify the alleged recip eut of the 
letter. It would have been a fatal 
defect in the defence of the letter 
not to identify and prove the exist- 
ence of the man to whom it purported 
to be V/ itt^n, but this defect will not 
compare with the blunder in essaying 
this es'^ential proof and meeting with 
.such utter failure.

How to Keep Applea. 


There are few greater treats during 
the winter and early epring Beaaons, 
says the London Magazine of Phar- 
macy, than 
the magnificent 
apples 
which are imported from America to 
find their places on the dessert table 
in England. 
Considerable 
number?, 
however, arrive here in a bruised con 
dition from 
the 
effects of 
careless 
packing; a certain amount of fermen- 
tation is set up, and unless they are 
consumed without delay they are lost 
to the dessert 
table. 
This is more 
frequently the case when barrelfuls of 
the so-called "Newton 
pippins" and 
others have been exported by private 
individuals to their 
friends in Eng- 
land, than when they are packed by 
the regular tradesmen. 
There is no 
reason why this splendid fruit should 
not be imported 
here as fresh and 
blooming as when it is gathered from 
the tree. 
A 
common but «oft kind 
of tissue paper should envelope each 
apple before it is placed in the cask, 
and this tissue 
paper should have 
been soaked in a polution of salicylic 
acid and dried before it is used. 
The 
best preparation of 
salicylic 
acid 
for 
this 
purpose 
is 
the 
alco- 
holic 
solution, 
made 
with 
thp 
strongest spirit, and then diluted with 
as much water as it will bear without 
precipitating the acid, so as to make 
the solution ^o fls far 
aa 
possible. 
Each apple should be enveloped in at 
lesist three, or four folds of the salicy- 
lated poper, and everv possible 
pre- 
caution should be taken to 
prevent 
braising when loading into casks or 
cases. 
Weil-packed apples should not 
move at all during the voyage, 
and 
the shaking of a railway train should 
have little effect upon tbem. 
Never- 
theless, a certain 
amount 
of 
contu- 
sion is inevitable, and to avo>d the 
ulterior results of this the salic^latfd 
paper is ind'spensible. 
As 
to 
the 
co'it, it would be a mere trifle 
vhen 
we contiider the results gained 
:\nd 
tLe splendid condition 
of the 
fruit 
when it enters the London 
market. 
Besides it is very probable that the 
salicylic acid paper used for packing 
the apples in Aineric.a might be used 
over again, or applied in England to- 
some similar artistic purp )3e, and an 
ailo.,ance made for it accordingly. 


(«0od. Times for Parmer*. 


There have been few times in the 
history of our country when farmers i 
had as much nvailiible money as now. 
The number of those who are pinched 
clo«ely is smaller than we ever kne** ] 
it to b3, while thousands who were 
more or lees embarrassed a few years 
Hjro are now ready to loan largely. Id 
f ict many have more on hand than 
they care to use, and are at a loss hew 
to invest 
it 
securely 
and remuner- 
atively. 
Vast sums could now 
be 
borrowed 
at six per cent., and those 
ready to loan would be fully satisfied 
wi'.h that 
figure. 
All this renders 
holder.^ much 
lesa anxious to part 
with what they have to sell, and gives 
them 
a genuine independence un- 
known 
for years. 
The amount of 
wool and grain bow in^fche country 
w uld bring in a great deal of money 
but it 
is not especially needed, and 
there 
is 
no 
disposition 
to 
sell hurriedly. Would it not be well 
enough 
just 
here 
to profit a lit- 
tle by past experience? 
Years of 
plentiful crops are frequently followed 
by scarcity, and common prudence 
prompts to the preparation in times of 
i;)leijty 
for 
times of po.'sible want. 
Now i.^ a splendid time to pay debtp, 
nnd 
if you 
owe anything, strain a 
point and pay 
it. 
Husband 
your 
abundance, keep out of speculative 
investments, 
and "make hay while 
the Kun shine.'?." 
The American peo- 
ple confi'lently expect a 
continued 
agricultural prosperity, and with good 
reasons. 
It must not 
be forgotten, 
though, that economy 
has brought 
the average farmer where he now is, 
and 
that 
it 
is economy only, in a 
series of years, which can carry him 
safely through. 


Tlie Egg Yield. 


If the farmer could bat be sure of a 
certain yield from his crops and stock 
annually, the profits of the business 
could be easily computed. 
But 
in 
that event, 
over-production 
would 
come in, and the same parties who 
are now bewailing 
the uncertainties 
of the problem would be complaining 
of low prices. 


We are often asked how many eggs 
may bs expected from a certain breed 
of fowls, yearly. 
Well, how much 
butter wall a Jersey cow make yearly? 
These questions depend on the keep- 
ing and health of fowls or cows in a 
great degree. 
Hens have been known 
to producii over two hundred and fifty 
eggs yearly, but two hundred 
is an 
extra yield. 
We have often heard of 
cows that would give twenty quarta 
of milk daily, 
and 
of others from 
whose product two pounds of butter 
could be made daily ; Dut in our pur- 
chases we have not as yet 
been 
the 


fortunate owner of either of 
these 
clasaeB. 
To return to fowls, to 
what 
we have said before we will add 
that 
a flock of ten hens that will net four- 
teen hundred eggs per^nnum is an 
extra flock; while to still 
further 
brush away these 
flowery 
anticipa- 
tions, we will 
bring a fair average 
yield to ten dozen per year per 
hen. 
These at 
thirty cents per 
dozen 
amount to$3; from this deduct half 
feed, and the net profit is no mean 
one. 
Over production in eggs makes 
uncertainty 
in hatching 
chickens. 
So be moderate in giving ^stimulants. 
—American Poultry Yard. 


«•ed Cattl« Evidence Crood F a r m - 


Good cattle are the bertjinveatment 
a farmer can put his nioney 
into. 
We never knew a man satisfied with 
himself or his trade, who bought poor 
stock at any price to keep. 
Good 
shorthorns, Herefords, Jerseys, Ayr- 
shires or Holsteins are cheap at high 
figures. 
They produce the best beef, 
milk, butter, 
cheese, leather. 
It is 
extremely necessary to profit that the 
fkrmer 
buy healthy, thrifty, high- 
bred animals, those that produce, or 
are capable of producing the most and 
best of these 
product«. 
The next 
thing after good blood is good care. 
Breed, feed, care, are thres thirds of 
cattle husbandry. Good breedsamouct 
to nothing without proper and abund- 
ant feed if not properly sheltered and 
cared for. 
They must have suitable 
pastures and soils, and the surface of 
the country must be adapted to their 
constitutions. 
The 
shorthorn 
and 
Hereford are out of place on braken 
pasturage and hilly ranges; the Ayr- 
shire, Devon and Jersey are there at 
home. 
The Holste?n delights in rich, 
alluvial meads and succulent bottom 
grasa landp. 
Good cattle are a neces- 
sary adjunct to good farming every- 
where, and always accompany it. The 
introduction of good stock into any 
farming community 
always has 
a 
good effect by stimulating it to better 
effort and better feeding. 
It places a 
higher standard befora the farming 
i 
)ublic. 
It excites a favorable emu- 
ation that works good to all beneath 
its influence. 
Good cattle are 
the 
highest type of agriculture. 


w i n t e r Care of Col < a. 


Very much of the future value and 
size of hor.ses depends on 
the condi- 
tion in which they are kept the first 
winter, »«ays a cerrespondent 
of 
the 
Ohio Farmer. 
They should 
plways 
be provided with a dry, warm stable, 
with a window having a southern ex- 
por,ure, if pos.sible. 
They should not 
be kept tied up ooistinually, 
but al- 
lowed' the range of a yMrd during the 
dav 
time, and 
especially 
during 
pleasant 
weather, 
chat 
t^ey 
may 
exercise as much as they please; 
ob- 
serving that there u 
no projecting 
rail, stake, or bit of board 
against 
which they may injure themselves by 
running, as, when at play, they per 
form 
with a 
recklessness 
scarcely 
equalled by that of any other animal; 
and a colt represents too much money 
value to be allowed to perform a self 
injury through 
carelessness 
of its 
owner.

1 he luxuriance of their 
pastures,on the one hand,furnishes rich 
sustenance for the late fall and early 
winter, and should the winter prove 
an open one comparatively little rough 
feed would be required. v>n the other 
hand, a severe season 
wou'd draw 
heavily on rough 
feed.

The 
pone, 
and the corn dodger, and the johnny 
cake, and the bowl of mu-h—among 
the most delicious and wholesome 
breads ever eaten—eeem to have had 
their day in this part of the country, 
andareonl- occaisionally seen. 
This 
well illustrates the old saw 
that 
change is not always 
improvement. 
The corn crib should be a store house 
for both the stock pen and the |;able. 


It is always the case when any farm 
product seems to be scarce that greater 
care is 
taken of it than usual, and a 
given 
quantity will be made to go 
much farther 
in the 
economy of 
agriculture than in a time of abund- 
ance. 
The hay crop last season was 
a very light one, but farmers are pre- 
paring to economize it in such a way 
that there will probably be much more 
hay on the 
market in the closing 
winter months than 
seems possible 
now. 
The many ways of utilizing 
straw will all be employed, fodder will 
be carefully husbanded, and every- 
thing practicable will be done to save 
the fi^ay. No one knows, except the 
one who has thoroughly tried it, how 
much can be saved by the judicious 
economy of rough feed. 
A good cut- 
ting-bov should be in every barn, and 
with the aid of this the farmer can do 
wonders with the less valuable kinds 
of rough food.
